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SOCIAL SECURITY 
PAYERS MISLED 
BY US, SAYS

House Inquiry Chief 
Carl Curtis in Angry 
Argument With Dem- 
ocrats Over Benefit 
Promises. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP) 
~~ Chairman Carl T. Curtis 
(Rep.), Nebraska, of a House 
Ways and Means subcommittee 


charges that American wage 
earners were “misled” for near- 
ly 18 years into believing they 
had iron-clad rights to govern- 
ment old-age insurance benefits. 

Curtis said last night that 
people who have been contrib- 
uting regularly to the program 
via payroll deductions actually 
are not protected by written 
contracts or poticies such as 
they would get from private 
firms and that Congress can 
change provisions of the law 
whenever it sees fit to do so. 

Curtis’s subcommittee yester- 
day completed two weeks of 
hearings on the social security 
system, with former social secu- 
rity commissioner Arthur J. 
Altmeyer as final witness. 

Heated Arguments. 

Altmeyer debated the issue 
with Curtis and subcommittee 
counsel Robert H. Winn for 
seven hours in a hearing that 
erupted more than once into 
heated arguments. 

Democratic Representatives 
Dingell of Michigan and Eber- 
harter of Pennsylvania inter- 
rupted the testimony at frequent 
intervals to protest against 
questioning methods. used by 
Winn and Curtis. 

At the close of the hearing 
that ran into the evening, Cur- 
tis told A'tmeyer that agencies 
under his direction during the 
Roosevelt and Truman Admin- 
istrations “repeatedly told the 
people of the country that they 
had insurance.” 

Curtis said “‘a number of peo- 
ple were misled,” including him- 
self, He said he used to think 
the Government “had a con- 
tractual. 


_ <@ebvligation 
(social security) benefits. 

He said that when the Eisen- 
hower Administration took over 
last winter, 90,000,000 persons 
were contributing to the pro- 
gram through payroll taxes, but 
that six out of 10 persons are 
ine‘igible for one reason or af- 
other. 

Pledges ‘Good Legislation.’ 

Curtis predicted that this 
Congress will ‘‘write some good 
social security legislation.” 

Altmeyer, an architect of the 
program that began in 1935, 


acknowledged the absence of ac- 


tual policies or contracts, but he 
contended that “the full faith 
and credit” of the United States 
lies behind the social security 
rights created by law. 

Curtis and Winn put into the 
record letters they said were 
from people who claim loss of 
benefits under changes, Con- 
gress has already made. : 

After the hearing Altmeyer 
commented to reporters that 
social security is insurance be- 
cause contributions are paid into 
a central fund for a beneficiary 
and that benefits are paid out 
“related to income loss ... as 
a result of a specific hazard— 
old age, unemployment, 
ness or disability.” 

Complaint Over Subpena. 

Tension started with the Dem- 
ocrats cdestbidien that Altmey- 
er had been subpenaed and that 
they were not consulted. Alt- 
meyer said the order to appear 
came as a surprise because he 
said he had offered to testify at 
the appropriate time. 

“Don’t rap that damn thing at 
me,” Dingell snapped on one oc- 
casion when Curtis banged his 
gavel. , 

Curtis angrily accused Dingell 
and Eberharter of “harassing” 
him and Winn. The Democrats 
charged Curtis with “‘browbeat- 
ing” the witness. 

Curtis, who has repeatedly re- 
ferred:to his group as a “fact- 
finding” body, told reporters 
after the hearing that it prob- 
ably will come up with some 
“broad, basic recommendations” 
to the full Houge Ways and 
Means Committee after the 
Christmas holidays. 


COST OF KILLING 
ONE MAN IN WAR

WASHINGTON, Nov, 28 (UP) 
—Adm. Robert B. Carhey, chief 
of navaf operations, believes that 
new weapons will not reduce de- 
fense costs because of the num- 
ber of trained mer needed to 
maintain them. 

Defense spending can only be 
cut sharply by making “substan- 
tial” reductions in personnel, 
arms purchases and military ac- 
tivities, Carney said last night 
in a radio interview on the CBS 
“Capitol Cloakroom” program. 

He said the price of defense 
has been rising steadily over 
the centuries. It cost the an- 
cient Romans only about 75 
cents to kill an enemy, he said, 
but today it costs about $250,-

cautioned against over-expand- 
ing United States naval bases in 

the Pacific. He said the bases

Mrs. Heady and her accom- 
plice, Carl Austin Hall, were 
sentenced to death Nov. 19 on 
recommendation of a jury after 
a four-day trial in United States 
district court at Kansas City. 
They are scheduled to die in 
the gas chamber Dec. 18. 

Hall’s attorney has said there 
would be no further attempt to 
save him from execution.

The basic reluctance of the 
State Department to discuss the 
problems which Russia an- 
nounced it would raise at row 
was reflected in the de - 
ment‘s statement that Russia's 
views are of an “unacceptable 
nature.” 

Allies Taken at Their Word. 

Informed Allied officials safd 
Russia, by withdrawing its 
earlier conditions for a four- 
power meeting, had in effect 
taken the western powers .at 
their word as expressed in their 
notes of Oct. 18. On that oc- 
casion they told Russia that it 
could raise any subjects _it 
wished at a four-power confer- 
ence. . 

The Russian note was in reply « 
to identical notes from the west- 
ern powers on Nov. 16, which 
charged that the Soviet attitude 
was such as to indicate unwill- 
ingness to negotiate. The West- 
ern notes, however, left open an 
earlier invitation to a Big Four 
foreign ministers conference at 
Lugano, Switzerland. 

The series of exchanges be- 
tween Moscow and the United 
States, Britain and France has 
been going on since last July 
when the United. States agreed 
to seek a conference with Russia 
on the level of foreign ministers 
rather than heads of state: as 
Prime Minister Churchill had 
proposed on May 11. 

Impact on Big Three Parley. 

The fresh situation created by 
Russia’s new note was expected

This represented a reversal of 
the stand taken by the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly Aug. 28 when it 
barred attendance of neutrals.

He Will Back Churchill 
on Red China and Top 
Level Talks With So- 


viet.

PARIS; Nov. 28 (UP)—Pre- 
mier Laniel’s failure’ to win 
more than a simple majority on 
his European unity program put 
him in a follow-the-leader posi- 
tion today on Bermuda confer- 
ence matters. 

When the Big Three talks 
open next Friday, Laniel is ex- 
pected to go along wholeheart- 
edly with British Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill on any bids to 
President Eisenhower for high- 
est-leve] meetings with the So- 
viet Union on international ten- 
sions. 

If Churchill raises the ques- 
tion of Red China's participation 
in five-power conversations—a 
proposal which the Kremlin said 
it will make immediately if the 
Big Four foreign ministers get 
together at Berlin—Laniel will 
support that, too. 

Moscow’s four-power bid, an- 
nounced Thursday on the eve of 
the crucial vote of confidence in 
France’s national assembly, un- 
doubtedly was designed to knock 
the props from under Laniel’s 
coalition cabinet and postpone 
action on European unity. 

But Laniel won the confidence 
vote by a slim 275-244 majority 
at a time when it appeared his 
tottering government would col- 


lapse. 

pee saved his cabinet by 
pledging that France would do 
everything possible to arrange a 
Big Four meeting with Russia.

They include Militiades Zacha- 
ratos, member of the Central 
Committee of the Greek Commu- 
nist party, and Demetrius Dallas, 
an acting Central Committee 
member. 

Dallas held the rank of brig- 
adier in the Red guerrilla forces 
that devastated northern Greece 
after World War II. Lycourezos 
said he later was trained in spy- 
ing and sabotage in communist- 
ruled Poland and Czechoslovakia 
and re-entered Greece secretly.

U.N. CONDEMNS

SLAP AT RUSSIA 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Nov. 28 (AP)—The United Na- 
tions General Assembly Social 
Committee yesterday formally 
called for an end to slave-la- 
bor schemes such as that said 
to exist in the Soviet Union.

These same institutions have high- 
er costs because they pay higher 
salaries. They can afford it because 
the public responds to good educa- 
tion in the forms of student tuition 
ahd private endowment. 

.- “This reasoning was basic to my 
isting salary as the least among the 
causes for my departure. Of much 

“greater significance are academic 
philosophy and administrative poli¢y. 

~You suggest wisely that Acting Chan- 
cellor Shepley ought to seek guid- 
ance from his faculty. Z 

- 


My experience indicates that the 
‘task will be a difficult one, requir- 
ing diligence and perseverance to 

’ penetrate the several administrative 
circles which separate the chancellor 
from those who constitute the real 
teaching and research faculty. — 

At that level Mr. Shepley might 
hear that the College of Liberal Arts 
has been and still is too much con- 
cerned with experimentation and too 
little concerned with education. 

Over the past several years the 
energy of the faculty has been liter- 
ally drained away in countless meet- 
ings and seances out of which some 
seem to hope a miracle curriculum 
will emerge. The emphasis has not 
been on doing better what has been 
done well in the past, but rather on 
experimenting with borrowed ideas. _ 

This sort of thing has been go- 
fing on all over the United States, 
financed frequently by the educa- 
tional foundations which today dom- 
inate higher education in a rémark- 
able variety of ways. 

Some call it an educational revo- 
tition, a breaking away from the 
teaching of more and more about 
less and less. The innovators and 
their imitators cry out against de- 
partmentalization and specialization, 
but their program in so many in- 
stances means teaching less and less 
about more and more.

Hard studying, intellectual disci- 
pline and careful mastery of a given 

a of knowledge are out-dated old- 

‘ fashioned ideas swept away through 
a kind of osmosis called discussion 
- plus a general introduction to all the 
’ world’s problems. 

The individual faculty member at 

the Washington University College 
of Liberal Arts may avoid the aca- 
demic philosophy struggles if he 
wishes, but the absence of recogniz- 
able administrative policies is a 
strong stimulant to participation on 
the side of the administration. 
' No discernible rules govern salar- 
fes, promotions and conditions of 
work, so the man who wishes to 
progress needs to be careful.

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Russia’s Offer to Meet 


The timing of the Russian note accepting a 
four-power conference on Germany strongly sug- 
gested that its immediate purpose was to affect 
the French National Assembly's vote of confi- 
dence in the government of Premier Laniel. If 
so, it was a flop. Laniel won 275-244 witlf 100 
abstentions. 

To win, he watered the resolution indors- 
ing integrated European defense so thin that 
at one point in the debate Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault threatened to resign. But Pre- 
mier Laniel did win, and he is going to Bermuda 
for the scheduled French-British-American talks. 


The French premier will hardly arrive with an 
overpowering mandate in his brief-case. So the 
first question for Ahe British and Ameriean 
statesmen will be how to tie France more tightly 
into the Western alliance. Whatever may be said 
of French politics, French fears of German re- 
armament and the like, geography has made 
France and its harbors the key to the Western 
defense system. 

- * 

The No. 2 question at Bermuda, however, will 
be the Russian note. It has been called a diplo- 
matic retreat and a concession to the West. It is 
more mollifying in tone than the tough Soviet 
note of Nov. 3, which seemed to reject the pro- 
posed Lugano meeting. Also the Russians no 
longer insist on the presence of Red China—at 
least not now. 

State Department sources, however, indicate 
that there is as much small type in the new note 
as in an insurance policy. There is insistence that 
sooner or later the foreign ministers must sit 
down with Chinese representatives, There is also 
the old denunciation of the European Defense 
Community as “a threat of a new world war 
which the peace-loving peoples of the whole 
world cannot fail to take into account.” 

The European reaction is much more favorable. 
Britain’s Anthony Eden is reported to have 
notified Washington that in his opinion the 
Western powers should join Russia in an early 
meeting. Belgium's Paul Van Zeeland calls the 
Moscow note “big news” and “a good sign.” 

Moscow’s modified claim on behalf of China 
and the pro forma denunciation of EDC, of 
course, could be poker-playing. For bargaining 
purposes as well as for reasons of prestige, the 
Russians may feel that major concessions should 
be made only after negotiations, not in a prelim- 
inary note, Yet Western fingers will be kept 
crossed. 

* * * 

The Bermuda powers may well agree to talks 
with the Russians—perhaps not in Berlin. This 
would be wise, if only to keep Russian propa- 
gandists from saying that the French, British 
and Americans had slammed the door on under- 
standing. As we have said before, it also would 
call the Red bluff. If the Russians are as stub- 
born as ever, a conference would be illuminating 
for those Europeans who want to believe that 
the Kremlin is willing to get along with the non- 
Communist world. 

Then there is the chance—a very outside 
chance—that the Russian regime does want to 
change its attitude. There could be no happier 
event in this troubled world than a diplomatic 
conference which. .establii that as a fact. If 
the Western allies at Befmuda can straighten 
out the differences which have been coming be- 
tween them, if they can find ways for the French 
to play their important role in the defense of 
Europe, if—in short—they can improve their 
position of strength viz-a-viz the Communist dic- 
tatorship, then some progress may be possible. 


On the record, it is necessary to be guarded 
about Russian intentions. But it does not cost 
anything to put them to the test once more. 
Even another disappointment would be another 
demonstration of the genuine need for Western 
solidarity and Western strength.

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Fixed Speeds for Highways? 

Proposals for a fixed speed limit on Missouri 
highways will certainly be an issue when the 
Legislature next meets. Chairman Harris D. 
Rodgers of the State Highway Commission ad- 
vocates this idea, and Col, Hugh Waggoner, head 
of the Highway Patrol says a “rigidly enforced 
speed law” would cut down fatalities. 

The key to the plan lies in those words, 
“rigidly enforced.” For the leading cause of 
highway fatalities last year was “exceeding the 
speed limit.” And a limit which can easily be 
exceeded is not much help. Texas, which has 
fixed limits, also has many more accidents than 
Missouri. In our Legislature, proper enforce- 
ment should be considered hand in hand with 
speed limits. 
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‘Comma for Comma’ 

Last Tuesday night Senator McCarthy told his 
vast free-time radio and television audience that 
former President Truman's definition of Mc- 
Carthyism was exactly the same as that of the 
Communist Daily Worker. McCarthy said the 
Truman and Communist definitions were “iden- 
tical, word for word, comma for comma.” When 
asked what issue of the Daily Worker contained 
the Truman-employed definition “an official 
source of the committee of Senator McCarthy,” 
according to the United Press, qualified the Mc- 
Carthy statement. It had not appeared in any 
single issue, but in selected phrases that were 
put together by the Senator. So it was not “word 
for word, comma for comma.” Almost everything 
else said by the Wisconsin demagogue could be 
given the same kind of analysis for truth and 
distortion. :

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Ghost-Writers Against Benson? 

If employes of the Department of Agriculture 
are ghost-writing speeches for members of Con- 
gress attacking Secretary Benson, that is certain- 
ly improper, and should be exposed and stopped. 
Senator Beall of Maryland, who makes the accu- 
sation, should name the employes and bring 
forth the evidence, 

Unless he does so, employes of the department 
may operate under a cloak of fear. They may be 
afraid to respond to requests for information 
with facts which might be interpreted as-criti- 
cism of the Secretary or which might be used in 
criticism of the Secretary. 

A development of that kind would result in 
the very censorship which the Administration 
has been at great pains to renounce, Government 
agencies, as Senator Beall must know, are fre- 
quently called upon to supply the factual ma- 
terial for speeches by Senators and Representa- 
tives. They are also frequently called upon to 
answer legitimate questions from other sources, 
among them plain citizens who want to know 
how their Government is working and who have 
every right to know. Nothing should be allowed 
to stand in the way of that process of question 
and answer—least of all a fear of reprisal for 
stating the facts, | 

If Senator Beall’s accusations are founded in

fact, it should be possible to stop the practices 
he complains of, and discharge those responsible, 
without creating anxiety among those who are 
only doing their duty.

Mr. Reed Favors a ‘Tax’ 

President Eisenhower is having a new kind of 
tax trouble with Congressman Daniel A. Reed, 
the crusty chairman of the Ways anti Means 
Committee. Last spring, the two fell out because 
Mr. Reed wanted to cut individual income taxes 
and Mr. Eisenhower did not. Now, Mr. Eisen- 
hower wants to avoid increasing the social se- 
curity tax, and Mr. Reed does not. Congressman 
Carl T, Curtis, chairman of the Social Security 
subcommittee, agrees with Mr. Reed. 

Under present law, the social security contri- 
bution by employers and employes is to go up on 
Jan. 1 from 1.5 to 2 per cent. On the same date, 
individual income tax rates are being reduced 
by an average of around 10 per cent. The com- 
bined effect of the two measures is that persons 
in the upper income brackets will receive a sub- 
stantial increase in take-home pay, whereas those 
in the lower brackets will actually take a cut. 

This is presumed to be bad medicine in an 
election year, and that explains why Congress- 
man Richard M. Simpson, who has the job of 
getting Republican Congressmen elected, is one 
of the strongest advocates of postponing the rise 
in social security taxes. 

Economic reasons, as well, can be cited against 
this increase, With business in a period of “re- 
adjustment,” a net increase in the tax take at 
the lower end of the income scale would reduce 
purchasing power at a time when sustained con- 
sumer expenditures are needed, 

Congressman Reed, however, is looking not 
at these factors, but at the Social Security re- 
serve fund. “I don’t want my party to be charged 
with depleting the reserve,” he says. At the 
present tax rate, the reserve is expected to be 
depleted by 1965, and that would mean that gen- 
eral taxes would then have to be levied to meet 
the obligations of the fund. 

How to balance the claims of the reserve fund 
against the general economic needs of the coun- 
try today is no easy problem to solve. All that 
can be said with certainty is that if the taxes 
necessary to maintain the solvency of the re- 
serve fund are going to be repeatedly postponed 
for reasons of expediency at the moment, we 
might as well recognize frankly that we are not 
running a reserve-fund type of social security 
system. That means being prepared to carry 
some burdens of retirement benefits out of gen- 
eral taxation in the future. 
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The Grocery List in the Ballot Box 


The most puzzling aspect of the balloting on 
Van Gogh’s works at the City Art Museum is 
not that “The Harvest” won the most votes, or 
that “The Drawbridge” ran second and “The 
Outdoor Cafe” third. We can understand all that 
all right. What puzzles us is the cryptic note 
that the ballot box contained 709 ballots, $1.10 
in change and a grocery list. 

Even the $1.10 in change doesn’t bother us 
too much. Odds and ends are almost bound to 
get into such a box, and as odds and ends go 
$1.10 in change isn’t too odd. But why the gro- 
cery list? 

Did someone carefully write out a Van Gogh 
ballot, put it in his pocket, and drop his grocery 
list in the ballot box? If so, what happened to 
the groceries? Did it turn out all right, or was 
something essential—like grated cheese for the 
spaghetti, or onions for the steak and onions— 
missing when he got home? Was dinner ruined, 
an artistic failure, its composition put out of 
kilter by the missing essential? 

Or was the caster of the grocery list merely 
taking this means of expressing a somewhat 
iconoclastic opinion of art—or perhaps of the 
whole business of shopping for groceries? Or 
it might have been that someone remembered 
that Vincent van Gogh himself was desperately 
short on groceries a lot of the time and so 
dropped in the list as an appropriate contribu- 
tion for the artist? 

Like any nonconformist entirely surrounded 
by conformists, that grocery list among the bal- 
lots and the small change suggests a lot of 
possibilities. 
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About the Mental Hospitals 

An educational campaign is needed to make 
Missourians more aware of the shortcomings of 
their mental hospitals, State Senator Albert M. 
Spradling Jr. (Dem.), Cape Girardeau, told the 
Missouri Hospital Association convention in St. 
Louis. 

Adequate appropriations, 
remedy the overcrowding and the low pay scale 
which makes it so difficult to recruit doctors 
and nurses, two problems which Spradling spe- 
cifically mentioned. Such appropriations were 
voted by the House in the last session, but were 
whittled down by the Senate and the Governor. 

This may pin-point the targets of an educa- 
tional campaign. But politicians would be less 
prone to economize at the expense of some of 
the state’s most unfortunate citizens if there 
were wider knowledge of their condition and, 
therefore, more pressure for reforms. 

The professional and lay employes of the 
mental hospitals could tell the story most vivid- 
ly, but they may be unwilling to jeopardize their 
jobs. No such risks are involved for the investi- 
gating committee headed by Senator Spradling. 
It can tell the story in detail, and it need not 
wait for the start of another legislative session, 
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To Court Before Christmas 

When will the dirt begin to fly in the plaza 
area? Evidently it will not be for at least four 
months—if that soon—because the necessary le- 
gal tests have still not been started. The federal 
government has finally come through with a 
grant of $83,830 to operate the city’s land clear- 
ance office, but this alone will not speed the 
start of work on the project. 


Until the legal issues have been cleared up, 
both the park linking Aloe and Memorial plazas 
and the redevelopment project immediately to the 
north are likely to remain in a state of sus- 
pended animation. The City Administration ap- 
parently feels it more prudent to hold up on 
the park until all the legal bars to the redevelop- 
ment project have been eliminated. Then both 
projects would be pushed ahead simultaneously, 
or nearly so, 

That makes it alt the more important that the 
test suit be filed—and promptly. As a matter of 
fact, it is difficult for the layman to understand 
why some of these questions were not cleared 
up before the bond issue election of Sept. 29. 
Since then, however, the lawyers have had just 
about two months to prepare the case. The re- 
development project may be complicated, but 
surely it is not that complicated! Mayor Tucker 
ought to see what he can do to get the lawyers 
into court before Christmas.

Fifty billion dollars’ worth of offshore oil is first giveaway, but 
the package of political prizes is far bigger; it includes 160 
million acres of forests, 230 million acres of range, billions of 
tons of minerals, and many valuable hydro-electric power sites. 


From Roll Call, Publication of the 
CIO Political Action Committee 


This is a story of how politics were 
used to make the people give away 
something they owned. 

The 1946 scheme to steal legally the 
offshore oil lands ran into an insur- 
mountable obstacle in President Tru- 
man, He sent the bill back with a strong 
veto message pointing out that the 
question was before the Supreme 
Court, and was one for the court and 
not Congress to decide. His veto was 
upheld. 

The court in 1947 agreed with the 
Department of Justice argument that 
California had ownership of harbors, 
rivers, inland lakes, and genuine tide- 
lands but that the state did not own 
land beneath the open seas beyond the 
low-water mark and that the state had 
no claim to control the leasing of oil 
fields and other mineral fields beneath 
the open seas. 

Supported by this decision, the De- 
partment of Justice then moved in two 
separate suits to make similar claims 
to “paramount rights in and powers 
over” the submerged lands off the 
coasts of Texas and Louisiana. 

Again the nation won. In 1950 the 
court decided that under traditional law 
neither Texas nor Louisiana “owned” 
any seas beyond the low water mark 
and that the mineral riches beneath 
these open.seas were the property of 
all the people. 


‘Honesty and Fair Play’ 


The oil that was given away in 1953 
was that underneath lands out to the 
three-mile or three-league limit. 

President Eisenhower did not veto 
the bill. On May 22 he termed it an 
example of “honesty and fair play” and 
signed the measure. And so the first big 
give-away of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion became an accomplished fact. 

Fifty billion dollars’ worth of oil has 
been virtually turned over to the big 
oil companies. They are the ones who 
contro] the state regulatory 
which, ‘in effect, set the price of oil and 
maintain the control of the oil fields by 
the large companies. But the vaster 
amount of oil and natural gas and other 
resources underneath lands beyond the 
three-mile limit were saved for the 
people of the United States. How well 
their interests will be protected de- 
pends upon the will and purpose of the 
Secretary .of the Interior. 

He can give it away, as Secretary of 
Interior Albert Fall of Teapot Dome 
fame did. Or he can fight to protect 
it, as Secretary of the Interior Harold 
Ickes did. 


The precedent brought many special | 


interests clamoring to Congress for 
permission to ravish the nation’s store- 
house of natural wealth. 

Exploiting interests, knowing that 
state legislatures are more easily in- 
fluenced than Congress and that state 
regulation is weaker than federal reg- 
ulation, reason exactly like the oil 
millionaires who supported the Repub- 
licans last year. 


Ignoring Party Tradition 


They want the Federal Government 
kicked out of the field of conservation 
and control so they can get rich quicker. 

Powerful Congressmen promptly in- 
tensified their raid on the Forest Serv- 
ice grazing lands in bills proposing that 
a favored few stockmen be given virtual 
“title” to lands now safeguarded 
Government in the interests of conserva- 
tion and flood control. 

Federal agencies supposed to pro- 
tect consumers have been loaded with 
agents of business who have always been 


dangerous drugs, 
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taged by Secretary of Interior McKay 
and REA Administrator Ancher Nel- 
sen. Conservation and reclamation prin- 
ciples dating back to Theodore Roose- 
velt and embodying the best traditions 
of the Republican party are being aban- 
doned or watered down. 

The prize is enormous. Here are some 
of the things it consists of: 

Forest land. There are about 160,- 
000,000 acres of national forest in the 
continental United States and another 
20,000,000 acres in Alaska. They are 
one fourth of all forest lands today 
and they are carefully preserved. Small 
timber companies, as well as large, 
have access to the lumber and all com- 
panies are required to obey good for- 
est practices, 


The Prize at Stake 


Grazing lands. Some 230,000,000 acres, 
or about half of the Government-owned 
land on the continental United States 
serve for the grazing of animals. Regu- 
lations as to the number of animals that 
may be grazed and seasonal directives 
preserve this land for good grazing and 
prevent its destruction by drouth or 
erosion. The land is maintained for the 
benefit of all cattlemen, large and 
small. | 

Minerals. In the early part of this 
century, Republican President William 
Howard Taft established a Bureau of 
Mines and withdrew from public sale 
considerable areas of oil, coal and tim- 
berland. It js estimated that today the 
Federal Government owns 11 trillion 
cubic feet of gas, 324 billion tons of 
coal, fowr billion barrels of oil and 
130 billion barrelg of oil in the form 
of shale. These fuels must last us for- 
ever and, by regulation, they are ex- 
tracted with care. 

Power projects. The Federal Govern- 
ment has invested $3,250,000,000 in pow- 
er projects and irrigation land. Mil- 
lions of acres of productive farm land, 
reclaimed grazing land and hundreds of 
billions of dollars’ worth of private in- 
dustrial enterprises have resulted from 
these projects that no private wealth 
could have underwritten. The great 
atomic plants at Hanford and Oak 
Ridge were possible only because of 
them. Yet a committee of Congress is: 
studying a proposal that the future de- 
velopment of atomic energy be turned 
over to private monopolies. 

This is the prize at stake. Small won- 
der that private interests are willing 
to spend millions to obtain the political 
control necessary to deliver this prize. 


TVA Dam No. 20

The twentieth dam in the TVA sys- 
tem is 95 feet high and 670 feet long. At 
a cost of about $15,000,000 it will form 
a reservoir about 1042 miles long of 
water released from three dams higher 
up the river. 

We have read so much about TVA 
steam generating plants recently that 
we find a refreshing variation in news 
about the dams with which TVA orig- 
inally made news. 

We further welcome news from Fort 
Patrick Henry as another contradiction 
to the loud voices saying that TVA is 
a power business with every other TVA 
activity as a sideline. The business of 
TVA is the use of resources of the 
river valley. Flowing water is a major 
resource. This new dam is for more 
complete control or ~ nara i As the 
water flows throu > new dam it will 

be put to work to produce power. 


Between Book:Ends 


The Grammar of Music 
"MUSIC AS AN. ART," by, Herbert Weinstock 
(Harcourt, Brace, 334 pgs., $6.50.) 
Irwin Edman in the Saturday Review 

Herbert Weinstock’s “Music As an 
Art” is an enlightening and admirable 
book about the art of all the arts about 
which it is pecullarly difficult to be 
helpful in words. Indeed, part of Mr. 
Weinstock’s wisdom on the subject is 
his acute awareness that whatever music 
does and whatever music means must 
be uttered musically. “Music is an im- 
mediate and untranslatable presentation 
to our comprehension and response.” 

Mr. Weinstock, as his previous works 
on music, “Chopin,” “Handel,” and 
“Tschaikovsky,” have attested, is learned 
in the history of music and an acutely 
perceptive listener. He is also some- 
thing more: he is an excellent writer 
and a man of great general culture, and 
his musical percep- 
tion is not that of 
the pedantic musi- 
cologist or the mere 
identifier of tech- 
nical elements. 

Music is for him 
more than self-en- 
closed systems of 
sound; he is aware 
that music is ex- 
pressive of far 
mi, more in human ex- 
¥ perience than mere 
analysis of rhyth- 
mic, harmonic and 
melodic elements 
can account for and 
productive of more effects thag these 
three can explain. But he is so genu- 
inely musical in feeling that he knows 
whatever more music is and does it 
does so through these elements. And 
finally he is so much the historian that 
he realizes how the use of these ele- 
ments is modified, enlarged, enriched, 
varied through the history of music. 

Mr. Weinstock’s book, therefore, is 
neither musical history, purely, though 
it is a remarkable narrative, at once 
informed and exciting, of the evolution 
of musical styles. Nor is it purely 
“musical analysis.” It is a very expert 
fusion of the two and admirably sup- 
ports Mr. Weinstock’s thesis as ad- 
mirably stated in his preface: 

“With a general knowledge of the 
parts of musical speech u by com- 
posers of the past, and an acquaint- 
ance with the most important of their 
methods of arranging these parts of 
speech into significant discourse, an 
attentive listener can be well launched 
toward enlarged understanding and in- 
creased enjoyment. Subsequent al- 
terations in musical language—the addi- 
tions, subtractions and reshufflings 
practiced by later composers—can be- 
come clear to him as he moves for- 
ward in time. Arriving at his own day 
such an informed listener can come to 
a musical work in the state of readiness 
in which he ordinarily opens a book 
printed in a language he knows.”

Army friends pointed out that 
the sergeant was a scoutmaster 
and former Sunday School 
teacher and generally regarded 
as “a good guy.” 

Schick’s commanding officer, 
Col. Karl D. MacMillan of Pitts- 
burg, Pa., said “he sure had us 
fooled.” 

The sergeant was a wardmas- 
ter at Camp Zama Hospital. 
Suspicion was directed toward 
him after he was picked oft by 
two Japanese girls who report- 
ed being chased by a man in 
uniform the day of the killing. 

In Canonsburg, the sergeant’s 
father, A. G. Schick, was bewil- 
dered by the news. He said his 
son had written recently saying 
he expected to return home 
soon. 

Won Presidential Citation. 

The father said his son mar- 
ried Jean Miller of Martins- 
burg, W.Va., after returning 
from combat in World War II, 
where he was wounded and re- 
ceived a Presidential citation. 

The elder Schick, a carpen- 
ter, said his son also won the 
bronze star. He said his son en- 
listed in the Navy when he was 
16 but received a bad conduct 
discharge after being absent 
without leave severdl times. 

Sometime later he enlisted in 
the Army and was cited for his 
bravery during a daring demoli- 
tion raid on German machine- 
gun nests in the Battle of the 
Bulge, the father said. 

He spent 14 months In Army 
hospitals for treatment of bat- 
tle wounds. It was while he was 
convalescing at a Martinsburg 
hospital he met Miss Miller. 

The elder Schick said that 
after his son re-enlisted in 1948 
he was sent to Europe and that 
in Trieste he was mobbed se- 
verely and beaten on the head.

BRITAIN’S REACTION 
TO SOVIET SWITCH 


LONDON, Nov. 28 (AP) — 
Foreign Secretary Eden was re- 
ported to have cabled Washing- 
ton yesterday that he thinks the 
western allies should accept Rus- 
sia’s latest bid for a Big Four 
conference. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
told a news conference the Brit- 
ish government’ “welcomes the 
acceptance of the proposal for 
a four-power meeting which the 
western powers have renewed 
several times.” 

Informants said the British 
think the Allies should take the 
Soviet note at face value and 
seek agreement on the long- 
delayed German and Austrian 
treaties. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said: “If and when such a con- 
ference does assemble, we shall 
certainly do our best to make 
positive progress on the for- 
midable and difficult problems 
which will have to be discussed.” 

Britain has no illusions that 
basic Soviet policy toward the 
West has undergone any change, 
the informants said. It thinks 
Russia has merely changed tac- 
tics by switching from a past 
stand that a five-power parley 
including Red China must come 
before any four-power foreign 
ministers meeting on Germany 
and Austria. 

Russia said in the note it still 
intends to press for a five-power 
meeting later to discuss basic 
causes of world tensions. 

French Premier Laniel said 
of the Russian note: 

“Such news, far from surpris- 
ing or troubling us, may consti- 
tute the prelude to an improve- 
ment in the international cli- 
mate, for which France would 
be the first to’ rejoice.” 

The French Foreign Office 
took a slightly less enthusiastic 
view. It said the Russian stand 
seemed altered in only one re- 
spect, that the Soviet govern- 
ment now agrees to meet with 
the western Big Three. 

“It appears that the Soviet 
position has not changed.” the 
foreign office said, “It still op- 
poses German rearmament, 
which the government of France 
feels is necessary to the security 
of western Europe. 

West German Chancellor Ade- 
nauer said: 

“The work to achieve the in- 
tegration of Europe will not be 
affected. This work does not 
represent any policy against the 
Soviet Union. The note is in- 
teresting when one considers 
that, in the first half of this 
month, the invitation of the 
Western Powers for a _ four- 
power conference was rejected.”

Brownell’s Brief ‘Whol- 
ly Political,’ Talmadge 
Says—Other Leaders 


Comment. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 28 (AP) 
-—Many Southern political lead- 
ers have taken prompt combat- 
ive issue with Attorney General 
Hérbert Brownell’s recommen- 
dation to the Supreme Court to 
bar racial segregation in public 
schools. 

An immediate challenge came 
from Representative Gathings 
(Dem.), Arkansas. He asserted 
that the Department of Justice, 
through the 188-page brief which 
Brownell filed with the court 
yesterday, was making an at- 
temp to skirt “the will of the 
people.” 

Gathings said the Constitu- 
tion does not give the Federal 
Government any jurisdiction 
over educational systems of the 
states and that the states alone 


have the right to exercise such 
jurisdiction, 

He asserted also that the pow- 
er to enact or amend laws was 
the exclusive right of the Leg- 
islative Department and not of 
the judicial branch of the Gov- 
ernment. He added: “Congress 
has refused consistently, year in 
and year out, to pass laws de- 
stroying segregation.” 

‘Wholly Political.’ 

Gov. Herman Talmadge of 
Georgia described Brownell’s 
brief as “wholly political” and 
predicted that the South would 
be “lost forever” to the Repub- 
lican party because of it. 

“Radical elements,” said Tal- 
madge, “are vying with each 
other to see who can plunge the 
dagger deepest in the back of 
the South.” 

A bill backed by Talmadge 
and pending before the Georgia 
Legislature calls for the aban- 
donment of the state's public 
school system if the Supreme 
Court bars segregation. 

Leaders in South Carolina 
likewise have said that a ruling 
against segregation would bring 
about the end of the public 
school system in those states. 

Brownell suggested that a 
one-year transition period be 
granted in the wake of a ruling 
against segregation and that al- 
lowance be made for a further 
“reasonable” extension. 

From Dr. M. D. Collins, 
Georgia state school superin- 
tendent, came the comment that 
such a transition period in 
Georgia would require “from 
now to judgment day.” 

Byrnes, Kennon Silent. 

Immediate comment was not 
forthcoming from Gov. James 
Byrnes of South Carolina and 
Gov. Robert Kennon of Louisi- 
ana, both “Democrats for Eisen- 
hower” in the 1952 presidential 
campaign. 

Talmadge has said a decision 
against segregation would be 
followed by bloodshed. 

“An infringement on states’ 
rights,” was the reaction of Mis- 
sissippi’s Gov. Hugh White who 
called the current special ses- 
sion of the Legislature to put 
his state’s schools on a “separate 
but equal basis.” . 

White said Brownell 
stretched the Constitution a 
great deal” in recommending 
that the Supreme Court outlaw 
racial segregation in public 
schools. 

“I feel like there is bound to 
be a great deal of disappoint- 
ment on the part of the people 
of the South who supported the 
Eisenhower Administration,” 
White added. 

Senator Olin D. Johnston 
(Dem.), South Carolina, and Sen- 
ator Clyde R. Hoey (Dem.), 
North Carolina, joined the chor- 
us of southern protests. John- 
ston asserted Brownell should 
have “stayed clear” of the issue. 

“I can’t see why the Attorney 
General’s office should enter 
the case when the State of South 
Carolina is a party,” he added. 

Hoey, saying Congress has re- 
fused consistently to pass anti- 
segregation legisJation, termed 
Brownell’s action “highly im- 
proper.”

Air Force Has Special Cameras 


Ready in Case ‘Saucer’ Appears 


‘Diffraction Grain’ Equipment Separates 
Light Into Component Parts, 
Might Solve Mystery. 


. WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (INS) 
-—The Air Force said today it 
has special cameras ready to try 
to solve the “flying saucer” 
ery—if some accommodat- 
ing saucers now will fly into the 
range of the cameras, 

At the same time, the Air 
Force admitted it still is baffled 
by 10 per cent of the 250 reports 
it got in 1953—atlhough its score 
is better than the 20 per cent un- 
explained amdng the 1700 sight- 
ings in what, the Air Force 
termed “the bumper year of 
1952.” 

In a new report, the Air Force 
pointed to the ready - photo- 
graphie equipment as offerfng a 
possible solution for the unex-. 
plained saucers. But no photo- 
graphs from the cameras, in- 
stalled at certain air base con- 
trol towers and radar sites, are 
yet available. . 

The equipment, the Air Force 
said, consists of a “diffraction 
grain camera” which separates 
light into its component parts. 
The. principle. involved, it was 
stated, is the same as that used 
by astronomers: in determining 
the composition of stars. 

The Air Force repeated also 
its earlier position and declared 
that the 25 unexplained flying 
saucers reported in 1953 are not 
secret weapons, missiles or air- 
craft developed by the United 
States. It added than “no au- 
thentic physical evidence has 
been received establishing the 
existence of space ships from 
other planets.” 

A spokesman brushed off the 
theory that the saucers appear 


more frequently over areas 
where atomic work or tests are 
conducted. He said “saucers 
are reported over atomic areas 
— a = Ly se poe else- 
where. e don’t fin dif- 
ference in areas.” si i 

The Air Force renewed also 
its denial that it is suppressing 
any reports other than some 
which it said might divulge 
capabilities of mili aircraft, 
radar and electronic devices. 

It said that it does not possess 
photographs proving the ex- 
istence of saucers and com- 
mented that because still photd- 

phs “can be 80 easily faked, 
are practically worthless as 
evidence.” yt. 

A possible explanation for 
some of the mysterious lights, 
the Air Force said, is upside- 
down atmosphere. That, it ex- 
plained, consists of air layers in 
which the warmer air is on top 
instead of below. 

Those “temperature  inver- 
sion” reflections can give a re- 
turn on a radarscope that is as 
sharp as that received from air- 
craft, 

Ionized clouds have probably 
caused some unidentifiable re- 
turns on radar, the Air Force 
said. The most common sight- 
ings, the report said, are sun- 
light reflections from polished 
surfaces of aircraft, or from 
weather balloons. - Unusually 
bright meteors also cause flur- 
ries of reports, and at times the 
planet Venus, low on the ho- 
rizon, appears to change color 
and move erratically.

MALENKOV SEES 
BRITISH ENVOY, 
MOLOTOV PRESENT 


LONDON, Nov. 28 (AP)—So- 
viet Premier Malenkov con- 
ferred today with British Am- 
bassador Sir William Hayter, 
the Moscow ‘radio reported. 

An announcement credited to 
the official Tass news agency 
gave no indication what the talk 
was about but reported that So- 
viet Foreign Minister V. M. Mol- 
otov was present. 

Hayter took aver the Moscow 
post only la4st month. He pre- 
sented his credentials Oct. 10 to 
one of Molotov’s deputies. 

A British Foreign Office 
spokesman said when Hayter 
arrived in Moscow he followed 
the normal diplomatic practice, 
asked for a meeting with Malen- 
kov and “the Soviet government 
apparently decided to grant the 
interview today.” 

Hayter had no instructions 
from London, he said, to raise 
any specific issue but “whether 
the Russians decided to raise 
anything we just can’t say.”
